The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to disclose a sabot made from an anisotropic material, the sabot comprising: 
individual radial planes that radiate outwardly from the central longitudinal axis, within 
individual radial planes, the sabot's maximum compressive strength is oriented in a first 
principal material direction that radiates outwardly from the central longitudinal axis 
towards the rear end of the sabot, the sabot's minimum value of compressive strength is 
oriented in a second principal material direction in the individual radial planes of the 
sabot.
